Lesson From 
Singapore 

The lack of preparedness in tacties and equipment which 
made of the great Malay peninsula an open highway leading 
to Singapore was the natural result of a feeling shared by 
all peace-loving powers since World War 1. Their love of, 
and belief in, peace was so great they could not believe ser- 
iously that other nations would coolly, deliberately, and in- 
tensively plan for war and world eonquest. War was a 
thing to be avoided, said the peace-loving nations, and in 
this they were correct. Therefore, war was impossible, they 
concluded, and in this they were tragically mistaken. Only 
belatedly was the error recognized; only now are they be- 
ginning to overtake the years lost while others armed. The 
might of the united nations vastly exceeds that of the foe, 
but it will take time before their sledge-hammer blows be- 
gin to stagger the enemy seriously. We shall perhaps have 
other ‘‘Singapores’’ before that hour strikes, as one day it 
will. Initial vietories do not win wars; what wins wars are 
the superior resources in materials, in man power, in invent- 
ive genius, in the unconquerable fighting spirit which the 
united nations possess,
